TIN MINING IN NORTHERN NIGERIA. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is. 
notified by the Colonial Office that arrangements are being made for 
a systematic survey of the tin-mining area in Northern Nigeria, and 
that, until that survey is well advanced, no more exclusive licences to 
prospect will be issued and no more mining leases will be granted, 
except :—(q@) in the case of applicants for exclusive licences to prospect 
who have, on or before 16th October, already left for Nigeria to carry 
out prospecting under an exclusive licence and to whom refusal to 
grant it would cause hardship ; (0) in the case of applicants for mining 
leases who already possess exclusive licences to prospect which entitle- 
them to mining leases. 

A notification to the same effect is being made in Northern Nigeria 
by the Protectorate Government. 





COMMERCIAL SITUATION IN IQUITOS (PERU). 

H.M. Consul at Iquitos (Mr. G. B. Michell) reports that the trade 
of Iquitos during the first half of 1912 was restricted and the 
imports comparatively small, some of the larger houses having 
imported nothing; certain firms who were greatly overstocked, 
especially with dry goods, have consequently been able to reduce 
their stocks. ‘The advances to rubber gatherers have been much 
reduced and credits curtailed. There has been a marked shortage of 
foodstuffs and higher prices have ruled. Many river launches have 
been laid up owing to want of cargo. 

The rubber exports during the six months ended June show an 
increase of 416 tons over the same period of last year, and, as the 
second half of the year is the period of greatest exportation, a very 
good year is expected. Caucho or “‘ Peruvian Ball” has risen in value 
because it does not meet with much competition from the Far East, 
but the trees are rapidly disappearing and the caucho is now being 
brought from great distances, largely from the Madre de Dios region, 
though the difficulty of transport makes the supply from this district 
very irregular. 

Competition between buyers has raised the price of ivory nuts to a. 
height that can leave very little profit and this condition can scarcely 
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continue. As soon as the rubber season commences the collection of 
these nuts will cease until the next off-season, owing to scarcity 
of labour. A plant has been erected recently for peeling the 
nuts, which not only effects a slight saving in freight, but eliminates 
the bad nuts, so that a better price is obtainable in Europe. If prices 
can be maintained this business may develop a little further. 

At the close of 1911 the “Banco del Peri y Londres” and the 
‘‘Commercial Bank of Spanish America, Limited” (formerly the 
“Cortes Commercial and Banking Company, Limited”) opened 
branches in Iquitos. The advent of these institutions has been 
beneficial to commerce, as they helped certain firms, who were 
heavily involved, to tide over their difficulties. The Banco del Peri 
y Londres has been importing a considerable amount of gold from 
Europe, and Peruvian silver coins from the coast. The currency 
question, especially as regards silver, has always been a difficult one, 
and these importations should help to put it on a more satisfactory 
basis. The bank has been authorised to buy up at their current 
value, until the end of the year, all foreign silver coins in circulation. 
This action should put the retail business on a firmer basis, as 
hitherto the lack of small change has led to a tendency to do business 
on credit. The debased currency is mainly composed of the silver 
coinages of Chile, Bolivia, Ecuador and Colombia. 

Within the last two years a good deal of gold prospecting has been 
undertaken, but although gold has been discovered in several parts 
it has not yet been found in sufficient quantities to make its working 
profitable.

DEVELOPMENT OF COMMUNICATIONS IN ARGENTINA. 

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Buenos Aires states, in a recent despatch 
to the Foreign Office, that the Argentine Ministers of Public Works, 
Finance, and Agriculture have reported to the Chamber of Deputies 
regarding the working of Law No. 5,559 of 28th August, 1908, 
which provided, inter alia, for the construction of certain railway 
lines intended for the development of the National Territories (see 
pp. 216-17 of “ Board of Trade Journal” of 29th October, 1908). 
The Law authorised the Executive to issue bonds to the value of 
25,000,000 pesos gold (£50,000,000) for the construction of these lines, 
and also authorised the sale, as the constructicn progressed, of the 
lands through which the lines passed. 

It appears that the railways are in an unfinished state, and that 
the funds provided for their construction are completely exhausted, 
largely owing to the fact that the lines were originally intended 
to be light railways, their total cost being estimated at about 
£6,009,000. As a matter of fact they have been made broad gauge 
in Patagonia and narrow gauge in the north, so that the funds 
available have only been sufficient to lay about one third of the 
mileage originally planned. 
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The Minister of Public Works informed the Chamber of Deputies 
that 240 kilometres (149 miles) of the line from Puerto Deseado to 
connect with the railway from Puerto Antonio to Lake Nahuel Huapi 
had been constructed. A commission of engineers is at present at 
Puerto Deseado studying the question as to the best manner of 
equipping the port for shipping produce brought by the railway and 
for the use of the Argentine Navy. This port, he said, was most 
necessary for the fleet, which could not at present use it on account 
of the state of the viver at its entrance. 

One hundred and sixty kilometres of the railway from Comodoro 
Rivadavia in the direction of Sarmiento Colony in Chubut have been 
laid, and the supplementary surveys of the port at Rivadavia have 
been completed. Additional works at this port will be necessary for 
the working of the railway, and for facilitating the shipment of 
petroleum, which is very difficult at present. 

Of the line from San Antonio to Lake Nahuel Huapi 340 
kilometres (210 miles) have been constructed, and a definite project 
has been drawn up relating to the port of San Antonio. 

The Minister informed Congress that the above-mentioned 
Patagonian lines have been built more cheaply than had been 
estimated. According to information supplied to him by the Buenos 
Aires Southern Railway Company, they estimated the cost of building 
at £3,000 per kilometre of line, with the corresponding stations 
(irrespective of rolling stock). .The Patagonian railways had not 
cost the Government as much. 

In the Chaco Territory the line from Barranqueras has been 
completed as far as kilometre 215, and at kilometre 205 the 
branch has been begun which is to connect it with the railway from 
Anatuya Guimili in the Chaco. This branch will probably be 
finished at the end of the present or the beginning of next year, and 
will bring Resistencia into railway communication with Jujuy and 
the Central Northern system. 

In the Territory of Formosa the railway has been laid as far as 
kilometre 220. 

Communication by the River Bermejo has been made possible as 
far as kilometre 700, and three small Government vessels now in 
service on the river have earned 40,000 pesos (£3,500) in freight 
during this year. Three more vessels are now ordered for this 
service. ‘The works for keeping the waters of the Rio Negro, in the 
territory of the same name, at more or less a mean depth are nearly 
finished. | 

The cost of the above-mentioned works has been 27,000,000 pesos 
gold (£5,400,000), of which 23,500,000 pesos (£4,700,000) was 
obtained from the loan of £14,000,000 contracted last year, and 
3,000,000 pesos (£700,000) advanced by the Treasury. 

The Executive now proposes to reduce the length of the railway 
line from Port Deseado and make it terminate at kilometre 321. 
From this point a. mountain railway will be constructed to serve the 
valleys in the Cordillera, Lake Buenos Aires and the surrounding 
region. 

It is proposed to terminate the line from Comodoro Rivadavia at 
Sarmiento Colony (kilometre 189) for the present. The earth-works 
are already finished ; only the rails remain to be Jaid. 
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As regards the line from San Antonio to Nahuel Huapi, the 
Executive considers that it is necessary to finish it, as the valleys 
around Nahuel Huapi are destined to be some of the richest portions. 
of the Republic. 

The Executive is of opinion that the line from Resistencia in the- 
Chaco Territory to Metén, in the Province of Salta, on the Central 
Northern Railway, need not be continued. 

Work will not proceed beyond kilometre 305 on the line from 
Formosa to Embarcaci6n, a distance of 705 kilometres. 

The President of the Chamber then read a Bill presented by the 
Executive authorising the issue of ‘‘ Development Bonds ” (Bonos de 
Fomento) to the value of 25,000,000 pesos gold (£5,000,000), the 
product of which should be expended on continuing the works 
authorised by Law 5,559. Article 6 of the Bill authorises the 
Executive to make contracts with capitalists for the sale of lands for 
the purpose of starting agricultural and pastoral colonies under 
certain defined conditions. 

The Minister of Finance then explained how the money for carrying 
into effect the provisions of Law 5,559 had been obtained. In 
consequence of not being able to obtain funds from the sources. 
appropriated by Congress, the Executive has advanced during 1912 a 
further sum of 6,329,191 pesos paper currency (£553,800) for con- 
tinuing the construction of the lines. 

The Minister of Agriculture stated that the portion of Law 5,009 


relating to the navigation and coastwise trade of the southern coast of 


the Republic has been to a certain extent modified by the Coasting 
Trade Law (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 29th September, 1910, 
p- 650, and 23rd March, 1911, p. 620). This latter Law fixes 
considerable sums to be paid as bounties and subventions to shipyards 
and owners of steamships, but the Minister said that, however willing 
he was to carry the provisions of the Law into effect, it was impossible 
to do so as Congress had omitted to provide the money in the 
Budget. 

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires further reports that, subsequent to the above 
statement by the Ministers, a syndicate composed of “La Régie 
Générale de Chemins de Fer et Travaux Publics,” of France, Messrs. 
Ernesto Tornquist & Co., bankers and financiers, and Messrs. 
Portalis & Co., a French firm, both of Buenos Aires, submitted to 
the Committee of Public Works and Agriculture of the Chamber of 
Deputies an offer to take over the work of finishing the lines and 
running them for a time. 

The basis of the offer is that the Régie Générale shall construct the 
railways with the financial assistance of Messrs. Tornquist and 
Portalis. When the lines are in full running order and properly 
working the Government shall then purchase them at a price pre- 
viously arranged. The idea is that the opening of the railways will 
increase the price of the Government lands through which they run 
and that the money realised by the sale of these lands will enable the 
Government to acquire the railways without resorting to a loan. 

The Committees of the Chamber will examine the offer, which is 
favourably commented on in the press. (C. 7,984; C. 8,253.)

GERMANY. 


With reference to the notice at p. 138 of the present issue of the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal” respecting the importa-

It is proposed that in these cases the import duty levied under 
No. 108 of the German Tariff shall, until March 31st, 1914, be 
refunded to such an amount as to reduce the present rates of 
35 marks per 100 kilogs. for frozen meat and 27 marks per

by the collector to the Linseed Association of New York for analysis, 
the expense of such analysis to be borne by the importer, and the 
analyses to be subject to occasional tests and verification by the 
Government chemist in the appraiser’s office in New York, as the 
collector at the port of importation shall deem necessary for the 
protection of the Government's interests. If the analysis as stated 
shall show the presence in the seed of non-oleaginous matter in excess 
of 3 per cent., allowance for such excess above 3 per cent. shall be 
made in the assessment of duty, but if the non-oleaginous matter 
is not more than 3 per cent., no allowance shall be made therefor. 

If, however, the impurities for which allowance is made have a 
commercial value and are of a character which if imported separately 
would be subject to duty, duty shall be assessed thereon at the rate 
of 10 per cent. ad valorem as waste not specially provided for undef 
paragraph 479 of the Tariff, or at the same rate as a non-enumerated 
unmanufactured article under paragraph 480 of the Tariff.

3. For each package which it is desired to clear one pound sterling shall be paid 
and receipt of such payment shall be noted on the application when granted, 
which shall be attached to the’necessary documents. The same fee shall be paid 
for each fresh permission that may be requested in accordance with the terms of 
the preceding paragraphs.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


The monthly Bulletin of the South African Department of Customs 

and Excise for August states that the fruit 
Fruit Industry. growing industry in South Africa is steadily pro- 

gressing. The quantity of fruit exported in 
1900, excluding pine-apples and citrus fruit, was about 400 cubic 
tons, but this year it has risen to 4,096 cubic tons from Cape 
Town alone, mainly consisting of grapes, peaches, pears and plums. 
The exports will probably be still larger next year. 

South Africa, it is stated, is not only eminently suited for the 
culture of many varieties of fruit, but has the advantage of. being 
ready to supply the European markets at a time when the orchards 
of most other countries are not producing. (21,345.) 
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RUSSIA. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 646-7 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journai”’ of 12th September relative to the crop 
Drempects in prospects in South Russia, H.M. Consul-General 
a ton oe Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) reports, under date 4th 
‘ October, that the high hopes of the 1912 harvest, 
which were entertained in July, have been disappointed. Continual 
rain since the time of cutting has hindered the threshing operations 
and caused the grain to sprout; large quantities are still (4th October) 
lying in the fields. The deterioration is estimated at from 30 to 40 
per cent. all round, being less in the north of the district and greater 
in the south. The harvest, as a whole, appears to be below the 
average in quantity and quality, and local prices are high. 

Spring wheat is poor in quantity, yielding only four or five bushels 
per acre in places. Winter wheat is short in quantity and of poor 
quality. Rye is bad in both quantity and quality. Barley is fair in 
quantity (about 10 to 12 bushels per acre), but much of it is damp 
and discoloured, and it is said that none is good enough for export 
for brewing purposes. Qats are fair in quantity and of good quality. 
Maize will not be cut for some weeks yet, but prospects are bad owing 
to the rain. It is feared that only a small amount will ripen properly, 
and that the majority of the crop will have to be used for fodder. 

Corn cut by self-binding machines has stood the weather far better 
than that cut by ordinary machines or by hand; thus heavier loss 
has fallen on the poorer farmers, who cannot afford expensive 
machinery. 

The season is so far advanced that the peasants are now busy 
preparing their own land for next year’s crops, and are refusing to 
undertake work at carting and threshing for hire. Some large land- 
owners are accordingly experiencing difficulty in securing sufficient 
labour, and may perhaps be induced to procure labour-saving 
machinery next year. (21,612.)

H.M. Consul at Dantzig (Mr. A. Maclean) reports that during the last 
week in September there were unusually large

Schillno with cargoes aggregating 150,122 cwts., four of which 
discharged 7,048 cwts. at Thorn, and forty-three discharged 143,074 
ewts. at Dantzig.

FRANCE (MADAGASCAR). 


H.M. Consul at Antananarivo (Mr. T. T. Porter) reports that the 
clove plantations in the colony comprise 400,000 
Clove Cultivation. trees, of which 230,000 trees are on the island of 
Sainte Marie, and the remainder on the east 
coast of Madagascar. Clove plantations in the island of Sainte 
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Marie cover an area of 2,391 acres, 415 acres being planted by 
Europeans and the remainder by natives. All plantations are 
privately owned. 

Though it cannot be said that large numbers of new plantations 
are being opened up, yet cloves are being increasingly planted through- 
out the east coast provinces of Madagascar from Vohemar in the north 
to Farafangana in the south. 

The export of cloves last year amounted to 288,237 lbs. valued at, 


approximately, £10,000, France absorbing almost the entire crop. 
(21,065.) 





ITALY: 


H.M. Consul at Naples (Mr. S. J. A. Churchill, M.V.O.) reports, 
— under date 9th October, that the sowing of the 
ae wr 1912 hemp crop took place under good conditions, 
enue and subsequent development was satisfactory 
owing to abundant rains. An increased area of from 6 to 8 per cent. 
has been planted this year, and it is estimated that the output will be 
from 35,000 to 36,000 tons, as compared with 31,000 to 32,000 tons 
last year, an increase of from 12 to 15 per cent. (21,658.) 

In a later despatch, dated 11th October, H.M. Consul states that the 
crop is as abundant as was expected and the quality is good, more 
than 90 per cent. being of a good light colour owing to the favourable 
weather during the retting season. 

Prices have sagged until recently when, owing to a firmer demand, 
business was done at from £42 to £42 10s. per ton of 1,015 kilogs. 
for ‘‘I paesano Extrissimo” quality, and this quotation is likely to 
remain steady for the present. 

Business has been good, and about one-third of the crop, or 12,000 
tons, had been sold by the beginning of October. (21,760.)

This method of grafting is of great interest, as it tends tu 
equalise conditions over large areas. If, for instance, some plants 
have one year suffered from the effects of frost, then the probability 
is that these same plants will yield almonds of a richer quality the 
following year. 
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MEXICO. 


The “‘ Nachrichten fur Handel” (Berlin) of 27th September, notifies, on 
the authority of the German Consul at Mexico City, 
that experiments in the breeding of silkworms 
have recently been carried out in Yucatan by 
various members of the Yucatan Chamber of Agriculture. The 
results of these experiments were very favourable. ‘The mulberry tree 
appears to thrive very well in this climate. Eggs imported from 
Kurope produced vigorous caterpillars, so that it was possible to get 
four broods a year, whereas in other places three broods only are 
customary. Some of the planters have decided to cultivate the 
mulberry tree more extensively, previous experiments having been 
made on a limited scale.

UNITED KINGDOM. 
According to a report in the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette ” for 

State of the nga based on 5,996 statistical returns, viz., 

Labour Market ; returns from trade unions (relating to 
877,811 members), and 2,935 returns from 
employers (relating to 1,285,110 workpeople), 
employment in September continued good, and was slightly better than 
a month ago. It showed a considerable improvement on a year ago, 
when it had not quite recovered from the effects of the disputes in the 
railway and other transport trades. ‘The upward movement in wages 
continued. 

Compared with a month ago there was some improvement in the 
coal mining, pig iron, iron and steel, engineering, textile, pottery, 
and printing trades. On the other hand there was a slight decline in 
the boot and shoe and furnishing trades. Employment continued fair 
in the building trades, good in shipbuilding, and very good in tin- 
plate manufacture. 

Compared with a year ago, nearly all industries showed an im- 
provement, which was most marked in the pig iron, iron and steel, 
engineering, shipbuilding, textile, boot and shoe, and glass trades. 

In the 383 trade unions, with a net membership of 877,811, 
making returns, 18,785 (or 2:1 per cent.) were returned as unem- 
ployed at the end of September, 1912, compared with 2:2 per cent. at 
0 a of August, 1912, and 2-9 per cent. at the end of September, 


in September.

CANADA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) 
Proposed reports that, at a meeting of the tanners’ section 
Secsintin teh Quien of the Toronto Board of Trade on Ist October, a 
of Leather resolution was passed to the effect that in view of 
the record prices obtaining for hides and skins in 
America and throughout the world, from which no relief is in sight, 
and also in consideration of the world-wide shortage of cattle and 
hides, a further advance on all kinds of leather of from 10 to 15 per 
cent. is absolutely necessary. (21,700.) 





RUSSIA: 


In continuation of the notice on pp. 702-3 of the “Board of Trade 
Niini Journal” of 19th September relative to the resul's 
yymi-Novgorod =f the Nijni-Novgorod Fair, H.M. Consul 
Fair, 1919. O e Nijni-Novgoro air, H.M. Consu) at 
‘ Moscow (Mr. H. M. Grove) reports that, according 
to the ‘‘ Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. Petersburg), the 
cotton goods manufacturers sold freely on credit at the Fair and did 
fairly well owing largely to a rumoured shortage of raw cotton. A 
very fair business was done in the leather trade. The quantity of 
leather goods imported was greatly in excess of recent years, the 
supply coming mainly from Germany, though the United States also 
sent a large quantity. 

The smaller number of furs offered, combined with higher prices at 
the London auctions, and the operations of a syndicate formed to 
control the market at Nijni, resulted in prices rising from 2 to 12 
per cent., as compared with last year. Astrakan was formerly the 
biggest article sold at Nijni, but has now lost its position owing to 
large local sales in Turkestan ; the small quantity offered was sold at 
a rise of from 2 to 5 per cent. The supply of Persian lamb was very 
small, so that prices went up. Good business was done in hare, cat 
and light squirrel skins, which were not very plentiful owing to 
demands from abroad. The prices of sheep and goat skins rose 
10 per cent., and were all sold. Over 2,000,000 squirrel skins were 
sold at an average price 5 to 8 per cent. higher than at Irbit, three- 
quarters being purchased for the Russian market. 

With regard to wool and woollen goods, the Fair has lost its former 
importance owing to the opening of mills in various districts; this 
applies also to flax and hemp. Business was slack with most linen 
goods, but there was a brisk demand for yarn; the main increases 
were in sacks, bags and yarn. 

On the whole the Fair of 1912 was better than usual, but at the 
same time the actual bulk of goods displayed is steadily decreasing, 
and the practice of sending samples only is becoming more and more 
popular. The Fair does not increase in proportion to the increase of 
Russian trade, as such a large amount of business is now transacted 
at the various manufacturing centres. (21,463.)

Industry in Japan has drawn the attention of Germans in 
Shantune Waters Tsingtau to the possibilities of the industry in 
6 ’ Shantung waters. It is proposed to form a fishing 
company to be worked in connection with a fish pickling factory and 
an establishment for the utilisation of fish by-products. The German 

Government have shown great interest in the matter, and the 

Shantung Railway has granted special reduced freight rates for the 

carriage of consignments of fish. According to the local press, the 

coasts of Kiaochow are well suited to the raising of oysters, lobsters 
and crabs. 
It is also stated in the press that the deep sea fishing started by 

a British company in Shanghai promises well, and that the promoters 

intend to secure 20 steam trawlers for the industry. 

A similar enterprise is also being contemplated by Chinese in 

Tientsin.

A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &o, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. british firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out.in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1119. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making formes and 
steel rules to cut boxes in the paper box-making industry. 

1121, Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in repairing stoves, 
fire grates and ranges fixed in buildings. 

1123. Workmen employed by a firm of flax spinners, and 
engaged in turning plain wooden rollers for their machinery. 

1124. Workmen employed in businesses carrying on any insured 
trade, and engaged wholly or mainly in setting out the work in 
detail, from the architect’s or draughtsman’s drawings, on boards, 
paper or other material, or in making working sketches from the 
drawings for the use of the workmen, and not engaged wholly or 
mainly as supervising foremen. 

1125. Workmen described as smiths and strikers, and engaged in 
smithing and finishing stern frames for ships. 

1130. Workmen engaged in the construction or repair of house 
drains. 

B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1117. Workmen employed by a bottle stopper manufacturer, and 
engaged wholly or mainly in working a Scotch blocking machine, 
and in cutting wood into slabs with a circular saw for use in the same. 

1118. Charwomen engaged in washing the floors of buildings 
after the painters have finished their work. 

1120. A permanent way smith and smith’s striker engaged wholly 
or mainly in connection with the upkeep and repair of working 
railways, and not employed wholly or mainly in the mechanical 
engineering workshops. 

1122. Drivers and steersmen of steam motor launches used mainly 
for carrying officials and workmen to and from Southampton docks. 

1126. Workmen engaged in repairing and fixing automatic gas 
controllers for lighting and extinguishing street gas lamps. 

1127. Workmen engaged in cutting wood for piling boards for 
use in malleable iron works, or in making wood plugs for protecting 
the ends of iron tubes during transport. 

1128. A workman described as a sheet metal worker, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in making and repairing petrol gas generators. 

1129. Workmen employed by a firm of automobile agents, and 
engaged solely in testing completed cars, not at the manufacturers’ 
works, and not engaged in making alterations or repairs of the same. 


Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published. 
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
